Another 
woman, a friend of mine, says, “ I did 
not know the man who brought the 
petition to my house, but supposed 
him to be a Gentile.

The Bodie Free Preas has on sev- 
eral occasions suggested that the coun- 
ties of Mono, Inyo and Alpive do 
not properly belong to the State of 
California. It says, situated as they 
are, east of the great natural barrier, 


the Sierra Nevada, our relations from 
* a int of view, are 
with the State of Nevada. Io order 
at the present time to reach the Capi- 
tal of our State we must pass through 
the Capital of Nevada, and afterward 
travel twelve hours by rail to reach 
our owa destination. A more serious 
phase of the subject, however, is the 
tact that the zndustry of our own sec- 
tion is not homogeneuus to that of the 
main portion of the State. There is, 
in fact, througheut that vast portion 
of California which is agricultural, a 
feeling of positive hostility to miuing. 
brought about in great measure by 
the conflict of interests between the 
hydraulic miners of the mountains 
and the farmers of tiie valleys. The 
hostility takes the form of actual, or 
attempted, invidious legislation at 
every session of the General Assembly 


of late years, and it is not improbable 


that our interests may yet suffer a se- 
vere blow from thissource. On the 
other hand, Nevada is a mining State 
almost exclusively, and its legislation 
may naturally be expected to foster 
those interests upon which the pros- 
perity of the cownties east of the 
mountains depend exclusively.
